Lordov, Nov. 24.-The full measure of the prob¬
able ultimate consequences of the destruction of the

Egyptian army in the 8oudan is being slowly real¬

ized in England. One section of the Radicals, whose

is busily endeavoring to minimize the effect of El

Mahdi's victory. Tko Dolly Netta remarks with in¬

credible flippancy that it is absurd to suppose the

policy alf England to be affected by the deplorable
catastrophe in the Soudan, and that probably few

people go to tbat length. The most important jour¬
nals discuss the event with gravity, recoguiziug
that the calamity make* immediate or near with¬

drawal of the English troops now in Egypt to Eng¬

land altogether impossible, applauding the dispatch
of the English fleet to Suakin, admitting that

the future action of England depends to

a great extent upon the movements of El

Mahdi, and conceding tho fatal weakness of

the Ministry in not peremptorily pxohibiting the

Khedive from attempting an enterprise of which

England disapproved, aud which every militarv

authority, including Hicks Pacha, pronounced rash

in the extreme.

Tmara is considered to-day to bo but slight chance

of saving Khartoum if that place is attacked.

Military men agree that there is no defensible por¬

tion between Khartoum and Cairo, but the time

required for tho advance of El Mahdi's forces puts
a panic out of the question. No Egyptian force, it

is thought, would bo adequate to defend tho Nile

Delta, nor is it certain that a majority of the

Egyptians might not welcome El Mahdi. Hence

there is, by general consent, necessity to retain

anti probably strengthen the English garrison.

RING SCHOOL GOVERNMENT-MISS HILL-
DRAMATIC-MOZOOMDAR'

San Francisco, Nov. 24..A steamer sailed for

China on Thursday, but it carried only two of the
coolies brought over on the .lust trip. Nearly 100
were released during the last titree days before tho
steamer sailed on affidavits of the Chinese Consul
here, writs of habeas corpus and the oaths of Celes¬
tial residents who, at the end, oxbibit«*d a marked
increase of interest iu thc deliverance of their coun¬
trymen. They claimed to get nothing for these ser¬
vices ; bnt it looked as though a lively brokerage
business hid been carried on. For the steamship
company was anxious to bo well rid of thc heathen,
and succeeded in landing these coolies even with
impediments thrown iu their way by the Collector
of tho Fort. Thia result will doubtless'lead to a
large increase in the arrivals from China and e
practical uiillilicatiou of the Restriction .nt.

San Francisco has thc unique distinction of a pub¬
lic sch.ml department run in thc interest of a polit¬
ical ring which controls the supplies as well as the
teachers. It is ruled by a local Democratic u boes,"
and jobbery has been opcu and llagraut. Exposure
by tho newspapers has recently worked some rt-

General Logan,in
his speech, said: "Thc Mississippi Ri*.cr, iu my
judgment, should bo made a separate proposition
from the general appropriations by Congress for
rivers and harbors; and thc HennepiuCanal should
lie connected with tho Mississippi River as part of
tho Gnat Western project, Tho two should bc pnt
together, aud the Government should expend money
on them, uot extravagantly, but properly, for tho
iM'iietit of commerce, anti the people would not
grumble." Tho scutiment iu favor of pooling the
two issues met with warm applause.
